David F. Coniparet Passes His Sixty- 
Fourth Year in Fort Waj ue. 


An anniversary that revived memories 
of Fort Wayne's very infancy, came to 
David F. Comparet, the commission 
merchant, Thursday. 


On the morning of March G, 1826, in 
the building on East Cohimbia street, 
now occupied asHorace Maiiotte's store, 
Mr. Comparet first saw the light of day. 


That was sixty-four years ago and 
since then Mr. Comparet has made his 
uninterrupted residence in this city. 
Fort Wayne in his early days wore its pio- 
neer clothes. 
The old Wabash and Erie 
canal was the channel of commerce. 
Mr. Comparet owned two boats, the 
"Atlantic" and "King," which were 
built at a cost of S6,0G0, and these car- 
ried many thousands of dollars worth of 
grain and other goods between the old 
packet landing on Columbia street and 
Toledo and other ports. 
These boats 
were sold, and are in use to this day on 
the North Central canal between Chica- 
go and Peoria, 111. 


The reminiscences of the days when 
red skins were nu^ierous in these pre- 
cincts are related by Mr. Comparet with 
pride. 


During all his life be has not been 
confined tó his bed by sickness long 
enough to aggregate two months. 


May his future lot be one of happi- 
ness and content, and may his anni- 
versaries always be as joj'ful as was the 
one just passed.

HE state of Illinois is still 
the scene of occasional ex- 
citing 
hunting 
parties. 
The other day witnessed 
the killing of a ferocious 
panther that has of late 
^ . S ^ p i ^ ^ r greatly terrorized the pco- 
pie of 
Adams 
county. 
When first heard from the animal was in 
the eastern jjart of the county, where it 
was feasting upon the live-stock of the 
farmers. 
One man, 
Daniel Voorhees, 
who lives near Quincy, told how eurly 
one morning he was attacked in his barn 
by a huge animal which after a short 
struggle fled into the adjoining woods. 
Voorhees showed some ugl}- scratches as 
mementoes of this encounter. 
The peo- 
ple became so alarmed that many refused 
to leave their homes after nightfall. 
So 
numerous became the reports of the rav- 
ages done among stock by some unknown 
animal that a ])arty of armed men was or- 
ganized and for two days hunted unsuc- 
cessfully in hopes of killing the animal. 
This result was not attaiiied until the 
other day, when the beast was tracked 
up by dogs into a deep thicket in the 
Bear Creek country. 
It jjroved to be a 
gigantic panther, and fought with des- 
peration, killing one or two of the dogs 
whcf savagely attacked it. 
A volley from 
the guns of the hunting party, however, 
soon finished it. 


R 'THE death of the famous thief, Walter 
Stewart, alias Sheriden, in a Montreal 
prison 'last week recaKs a bold robbery 
committed in a diamond merchant's store 
by him and a pal ten years ago, which 
for skill and success has never been quite 
equaled in Philadelphia. 
Then Sheriden 
Avas the most expert diamond thief in 
America, and a decoy jewel box in the 
possession of Diamond Merchant Joseph 
K. Davidso«, of Phihidelphia, is the only 
relic of the theft and the mute reminder of 
the skill of the master thief. 
Though 
Sheriden and his pal were arrested for 
the crime some time later, not a shadow 
of the jewels was ever seen by the victim 
or the detective?. 
The box is a tin one 
about eight inches long, four inches wide 
and one inch deep. 
It contains white 
and blue papers, usually inclosing loose 
stones, but salt is the substance in them. 
Toward the end of March, 1880, Sheri- 
den, in company with Dave Cummings, 
another noted crook, visited Davidson's 
place, then on Chestnut street, and pur- 
chased for $30 a diamond ring. 
They 
carefully noted the exact shape,"^size and 
appearance of the diamond box while 
selecting the stone from the collection. 
Two days later they came back, looked 
at the box again, and departed without 
purchasing. 
When Davidson examined 
his trusty box he found its counterpart 
in its place, tilled with the salt ])ai)cr. 


IT is said by experts in the West that 
probably the most laborious as well as the 
most regular mining for gems is done by 
the -ants ia 
Arizona 
and 
Colorado. 
Either becaiise the ants want the pebbles 
as an outer covering for their hills, or be- 
cause they object to them inside, they 
frequently make about their dwellings a 
glittering spread of stones of all sorts, 
among them amethysts, topazes and other 
valuable jewels. 
People in the neighbor- 
hoods where such ant works are carried 
on take the hint very often and, collect- 
ing the stones, send them to the East, 
usually to New York city,- where they are 
often sold at good prices. 


A REVOLTING crime was recently per- 
petrated at the village of Charmc, on the 
coast of the Bay of "Panama. 
Two gen- 
tlemen from France, who started a planta- 
tion not long ago, were found one morn- 
ing in their houses with their heads 
completely severed from their bodies. It 
was found that $1,000 in silver, which 
had been drawn by one of the partners 
from a bank in Panama a few days before, 
and all their jfewelry and other personal 
valuables had disajipeared.

ture.

Under ordinary 
circumstances Wilson Avould have died 
in three or four days, and the thief 
Avould have taken his dose of 
elec- 
tricity and qxiit this mundane sphere 
at 
a 
later 
period. 
Fortunately 
for 
both 
of 
them 
Wilson 
fell 
into 
the hands of Dr. 
Parker, Avho has 
made many experiments on animals to 
locate bullets in the bod}' Avith Avhat he 
terins a telephone probe. 
Wilson gave 
him the first opi)ortunity to test its value 
upon a human being, and the surgeon 
Avas not sloAV to take advantage of it. 
The day after Wilson Avas taken to the 
hospital he Avas placed upon a hard board 
table in a room Avhere there Avas a tele- 
phone Avith all the latest improvements 
as to the conducting and receiving poAV- 
ers. Several feet of insulated copper Avire 
Averc attached to one of the binding 
posts of the telephone, and the other end 
of the Avire Avas fastened to a fine metallic 
soimd gauge. 
A similar jnece of wire 
Avas joined to the other binding post, and 
the other end of the Avire Avas connected 
Avith the eye of a silver gravity probe 
much longer than usual. 
The probe Avas 
put into the Avound in the side of the ab- 
domen and permitted to sink by its own 
Aveight, Avhich, of course, caused it to 
folloAv the perforations that had been 
made by the bullet. 


The sound-gauge was firmly pressed 
against the patient's back, and the sur- 
geon held the telephone receiA^r to his 
ear. 
The probe stojoped after eight 
inches had passed into the body, and the 
surgeon gently gave it a rotary motion. 
It Avould not sink any deeper, Avhicli in- 
dicated that the end of the probe had 
come in contact Avitli the spine. 
The 
sound made by the proljc striking against 
the bone could be distinctly heard, and 
after about ten minutes' manipulation the 
surgeon 
detected the clicking sound 
which indicated that the probe had 
touched a metallic substance. 
The sur- 
geon confidently announced that the ball 
Avas in one of the vertebra;, and that the 
paralysis of the legs was caused by pres- 
sure upon the spinal cord. 
A note Avas 
taken of the angle of the probe, and the 
supposed exact location of the ball Avas 
marked on tlie s]>ine. 
The instrument 
Avas then AvithclraAvn, and the patient Avas 
given an aniesthetic and taken to the 
operating room. 
An incision Avas made 
in the abdomen, iu the mc'^dian line, after 
the surgeon had carefully Avashcd his 
hands and instruments in an antiseptic 
solution. 


Sections of the intestines Avere taken 
out and t-xamined, and Avhenever a per- 
foration Avas detected it Avas immediately 
sutured. 
The intestine Avas perforated 
in nine places, and coil after coil was 
taken from the body and kept at a nor 
mal temperature by artificial heat. 
This 
gave free access to the .spine, and the ball 
Avas found in the precise place tliat had 
been marked. 
It Avas imbedded in the 
bone, and it required considerable force 
to remove it with forceps. 
All the splin- 
ters of bone were cut out with curved 
forceps, and small fragments were picked 
out of the surrounding tissue. 
The bul- 
let had not touched the spinal cord, but 
had driven the bone firmly against it, and 
a slight hole was bored on a line Avith 
the opening made b}'^ the. ball to allow 
the bone to expand- 
The Avound Avas 
washed with an antiseptic, and after the 
intestines had been replaced the open- 
ing was closed Avith catgut and silver 
sutures. 


The patient remained in a critical con- 
dition for two Aveeks after the operation, 
and then began to improve. 
He was 
strapped to the cot during this period, 
so that his spine could not be moved. As 
his strength increased, and after food was 
given through the mouth, nature forced 
the fractured bone away from the spinal 
cord, and the power of inotiou and senaa- 
tion returned to the le^.^ The patient 
can now move freely, and in a short time 
will be allowed to walk on crutche». J[t 
i ^ y n o t lbe amiss to itateihat the 
tient^s injiuy was similar in mftny tfi^, 
ibevjo^ 
mda 


bullet upon President Garfield. It is fair 
to assume that had the same treatment 
been given to Pre.sident Garfield he would 
have been aliA-« to-day, or at least would 
have suiwived the injury. 
It is a pity 
that the telephonic probe had not been 
discovered in .time to save the life of the 
President. 


CHINESE SUPERSTITIONS. 


Some Things « New York City -Coro- 
ner Has Observed. 


In addition to his proiessional duties. 
Deputy Coroner Philip E. Donlin has 
devoted a gi-eat deal of time to studying 
the life of the Chinese. 
Speaking about 
their care for their sick, he said : "The 
Chinese have a greater brotherly love for 
one another tlian is to be found among 
any other nation. 
If one of their num- 
ber falls sick he is taken care of by his 
neighbors. 
It is only in ca>e the sick 
man is dying that a jieculiar superstition 
causes the Chinese to appear cmel to-his 
countrymen. 
That 
superstition leads 
them to believe tha't it is unlucky for 
anÀ" one to live in a house Avhcre a man 
has died. 
Chinamen Avhose sickness is 
likely to proA'e fatal are consequently 
transported to a house Avhere they aAvait 
death. 
There is such an establishment in 
this city, and its existence came to the 
knowledge of the Coroners' Oflice in a 
curious Avay. 
Several years ago a malady 
peculiar to the Chinese broke out in 
Mott street, and in the majority of cases 
it was incurable. 
The deaths of China- 
men were reported to us several times a 
day from No. 11 Pell street during the 
rage of this epidemic, and from n"b other 
house in the whole Chinese quarter Avere 
any deaths reported. 
I made an investi- 
gation, and found that the house Avas the 
headquarters of the Ghee Long Fong 
Society. 
This society is a Masonic 
organization, which takes care of the 
sick and destitute members and looks 
after the burial of the dead. 
Almost 
every Chinaman in this city is a member 
of this organizatioiv 
Sick men are never" 
sent to this house until the last moment. 
There are two large rooms on the second 
floor, Avith two rows of bunks running all 
around the Avails. 
These are covered 
Avith coarse matting, 
and have little 
Avooden stools for pillows. 
It is seldom 
tliat a sick man leaves thb place alive. 
When he does the event is hailed with 
joy by his fi-iends. 
The lucky man imme- 
diately goes to the Joss house, Avhere he 
burns Joss sticks, and presents his deity 
Avith large dishes of chicken and rice, 
Avhich. hoAvever, arc eaten bv the High 
Priest.' 


"The men Avho die in the house arc 
buried iu Evergreens Cemetery ; and once 
every se\'en years the Six Great Com- 
panies of San Francisco, A\'ho make a 
contract 
Avith every 
Chinaman 
who 
comes to this country to transport his 
remains back to China, exhume the bodies, 
Avhich have been buried Avith that object 
in vicAV, pack them iu tin boxes and send 
them back to China. 
I have also seen 
some curious remedies used 
by 
the , 
Chinese. 
Not long ago I had to attend, 
in my oflieial ca{)acity, a case of a China- 
man Avho had died suddenly in Doyers 
street. 
I found his body covered Avith 
something that looked like red paint. 
A 
Chinese physician informed me that it 
Avas a powder called Chin Tsa, considered 
by the Chinese as more valuable than 
gold. 
It comes from mines in the north- 
Avcstern part of China, and has been used 
by Chinese physicians since the time of 
Confucius. 
A popular superstition jjre- 
vails that the efficacy of the poAvder Avas 
communicated to a prominent Celestial 
by Joss. 
The Chinese belicA'C that in 
eases of sudden death the powder Avill 
bring back life long enough to allow the 
dying lUiUi to dispose of his earthly goods. 
Chin Tsa, Avlien applied to the flesh of 
any one suffering Avith inflammation of 
j the lungs, brings almost instant relief. 
A Chinese doctor told mc that he knew 
of a case Avhere an application of Chin Tsa 
had brought back life for twelve hours."

STRING 
ALPHABETS. 


Curious Methods of Recording Facts 
and Ideas. 


The formation of species of record of 
facts and ideas, by means' of knots tied 
upon cords, Avas common among the in- 
habitants of Peru, on the discovery of 
that country by the Spaniards. 
These 
knotted cords, or gmpos, as they were 
called, seemed to have served instead of 
Avritten records, and to have been pre- 
served in bundles like the archives of 
more civilized nations. 
A knoAvledge^of 
this extraordinary kind of tactile litera- 
ture Avas early brought to Europe, and 
dissi-minated among the learned; yet it is 
somcAvhat remarkable, that up to the 
present time no notice has ever been 
taken of the qaiiJos Avith a vicAv of draw- 
ing an analogy betAvixt them and the 
knotted symbolic cords of the JeAvs, 
AA'hich arc of vast anti(juity. 


]Many years ago, two men in Edin- 
burgh, Robert Milne and David Mac- 
beath, who Avere both blind, invented an 
alphabet of knots tied upon a string, 
Avhich Avas not only of a simple nature, 
but cajiable of ex])ressing ideas of the 
most abstruse kind, 
and of recording 
facts of any description. 
This invention 
Avas quite original; neither of the inven- 
tors had ever heard of the Peruvian qwi- 
pos, or the JcAvish cords. 
In their ef- 
forts they Avere onlj^ guided by a desire 
of producing something which might be 
useful to their brethren in the same un- 
fortunatii condition, and of communicat- 
ing, at a distance, Avith each other. 


This string alphabet v. as a great deal 
more simple than that of the Peruvians. 
The tAventy-six letters of the alphabet 
are divided into seven classes, proceeding 
straightforward from A to Z; each class 
consists of four letters, Avith the excep- 
tion of the last class, Avhich comprehends 
but tAvo. 
The first four letters, or A B 
C D, are each formed by a lai-ge, round 
knot; the second four, or E F G H, by a 
knot 
projecting from the string; the 
t h i r d four, or I J K L, by a knot vulgarly 
called 
drummer's 
plait; 
the 
fourth 
four, or M N O P , by a simple noose; the 
fifth foiu-, or Q R S 
bv a noose Avith a 
string draAvn through it; the sixth four, 
or U V ^Y X, by a noose with a net-knot 
foi-med iipon it; and the seventh class, or 
Y and Z, by a twisted noose. 
Thus, 
there are just seven different kinds of 
knots to indicate the whole letters of the 
alphabet. 
But to distinguish each of the 
four letters in a class from the others the 
expedient Avas adopted of adding a com- 
mon small knot at a lesser or greater dis- 
tance 
from the letter 
to which 
it 
belongs. 
By 
this 
the letter A 
is 
indicated 
only 
by 
the 
knot 
of 
the 
class 
to 
which 
it 
belongs; 
B is the same knot repeated, but close to 
it is a small common knot; C is the same 
knot repeated, with the small knot half 
an inch distant; and D is the same knot 
repeated, 
Avith t h e small knot an inch 
distant. 


The same plan goes on throughout; so 
that, by first feeling the kind of knot 
and tben feeling whether it has a small 
knot attached, aM at what distance, any 
letter can b6 imtauflf tpld.

ference. 


Some time a fire was kindled among its 
roots, and this fire ate into the redAvood 
and burned out the hoIIoAA-. It was per- 
haps 14 feet wide and 9 or 10 feet deep. 
An axe had cut its corners smooth and 
cleared the Avails of charcoal. 


Shelves of redAvood stakes held cook- 
ing utensils, and a lookhig-glass and a 
rough bed and crib, also of redwood, 
made up the furniture of the room.

The rise and progress of the gypsy 
moth, and the possibilities of extermin- 
ating that insect, are soon to occupy the 
attention 
of the 3ia.«;sachusctts Legis- 
lature. 
The moth gained its foothold in 
the State very peculiarly. About tAventy 
years ago an entomologist of 3Iedford 
secured some of the insects from Eurojje 
to experiment Avith them in the line of 
pos.sible silk production. 
They escaped 
from him by accident,their progeny have 
become acclimated, and their increase 
has been such as to cause alarm. 
Dur- 
ing last season an area in the town about 
six miles long and three miles wide AA^as 
literally stripped of CA-ery green thing by 
the insects in their caterpillar ."«tage of 
existence. 
Now the limbs of all the trees 
in this district are covered with eggs, 
hundreds in a bunch, protected Ly the 
coA'erings common to tliis stage of in- 
sect production. 
The details of last 
season's ravages have been made matters 
of record at the meetings of the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Agriculture, and in the 
presentation of the atlair for legislative 
consideration. 
The extent of the danger 
threatened next season was disclosed dur- 
ing a visit of scA'crnI members of the Leg- 
islative Committee on Agriculture to 
INIedford and the edge of Micldlesex Fells. 
These visitors were escorted about the 
devastated area and through the egg- 
laden woodland by a large number of the 
citizens of Medford, and are reported 
"astounded at the sights."—[Worcester 
(Mass.) Gazette. 


H O A W Policemen "Walk.

"I saw a man laugh the other day as 
he stood on the sidcAvalk and Avatehed a 
heavy policeman step deliberately and 
Avith great caution from the street to the 
curbstone. 
The man Avas laughing at 
Avhat he thought* Avas the indolence of the 
policeman. 
The policeman had been on 
a Avalking beat for years, had experience 
in Avalking and was avoiding an ankle or 
toe sprain 
Little troubles like that 
Avith the feet lay up almost as many 
policemen as disease. 
They don't hurt 
their feet Avhen they are chasing a man 
or running 
to somebody's assistance. 
Then the muscles and tendons of the feet 
are tightened and as elastic as rubber. 
But it is iu the slow Avalking of the beat 
that the mischief is done to the feet. 
Muscles and tendons are relaxed and un- 
prepared for a strain. 
A step on a rolling 
stone, too heavy a Aveight on a big toe as 
the man mounts from the paving to the 
sideAvalk, and crack goes something in. 
the foot. 
Pain and swelling folloAV ; the 
shoe canot be worn, Avalking is agony, 
or even standing or sitting with the foot 
low enough for the blood to rush into it. 
Liniment is used by the bottle, and it 
may be a week or tAvo before the police- 
man can take Lis beat again. 
After one 
experience of this kind he is generally 
very careful and sees Avhere his feet are 
going every time he puts them tlown. 


Silk in Ireland. 


The question oT silk culture in Ireland 
is just now receiving considerable atten- 
tion. 
The Irish Textile Journal reminds 
us that an attempt to establish silk cul- 
ture iu Ireland was made in 1835.

British, Irish and Colonial Silk Company 
prepared themselves for the rearing of 
silkworms.

of the proper treatment of the silkworms. 
Some of the old trees remain, and new- 
ones haA'e been imported by the Silk As- 
sociation, and another attempt has been 
made to establish silk culture upon a sat- 
isfactory basis. 
The progress made dm*- 
inp: last year is regarded as most encour- 
aging.

There is an institution right here, 
almost in the shadow of the court house 
dome, that is passed every day by a hur- 
rying people, and yet does not share 
much, if any, of their busy thoughts. 
It is the City hospital. 


Within its portals the sick, tKe dying, 
the wounded, the injured, all find 
refuge. 


Through the courtesy of Dr. Carl 
Proegler, the county physician, a SEN- 


TINEL reporter was a visitor at the hos- 
pital to-day, and under the escort of t le 
doctor and Mrs. Smith, the matron, was 
shown through the wards. Here is a 
cursorary glace at what he saw there. 


In one room, the little girls' depart- 
ment, lay two young sufferers. One of 
them, Ida May Carpenter, is twelve 
years old and is an orphan. She is sub- 
ject to epileptic fits and has been near 
death's door more than once. 


On another cot lay bright-eyed little 
Amelia Ackmer, who is recovering from 
pneumonia. 
Her face, flushed some- 
what from fever, told that the danger of 
a relapse was by no means 
past. 
Amelia's home is at Warsaw, where her 
father lives. Her mother is dead. 


Three inmates of the hospital are wee 
baby girls, two of whom were asleep and 
and the reporter could not think of dis- 
turbing them. The other one, twenty- 
one months old, was born at the county 
infirmary. 


The mother, a. mere girl, whose name 
was Johnson, was deceived and betrayed. 
Soon after her child was born she was 
transferred to the city hospital, where 
her earthly trials were soon ended, death 
having been caused by consumption. 
The babies are all looking well and 
happy. 


The male department was next visi- 
ted. 
Here were men in all attitudes, 
some bolstered, some reclining, while 
othersliad an injured limb propped up 
for comfort. In another room adjoining, 
the convalescents were playing games, 
sewing on buttons and occupying the 
time in various ways. 


Henry Meyer, a young German, had 
parted company with his left leg. On 
the 6 th of last July the limb was caught 
by the knives of a mowing machine, 
which lacerated the chords and flesh so 
badly that amputation had to be re- 
sorttd to about six weeks ago. The 
limb was amputated immediately below 


the knee, and alihoogh the doctor lia^ 
his doubts about the yonng man being 
able to survive the operation any length 
of time, Meyer Is gaining flesh fast ^nd 
will be out on an artificial limb after 
a while. 


Oharles Osterman has been in the 
hospital about three months. 
He suf- 
fers from a pleuratic abscess, from which 
there is a wound several inches deep on 
his left side. 
Osterman lived in this 
city of late. 


Henry Heile is a journeyman cigar- 
maker, who was last in Lima, Ohio. He 
is laid up with a sprained ankle, but 
will be out early next week. 


Charles Berry has varicose vein. BKs 
home is in this city. 


H. Pritchard, a paper maker, has 
chronic rheumatism. 
He suffered 
great deal for several weeks, but is re 
covering. 


Joseph Oakley, an actor, has about 
recovered from a sprained ankle. Mr. 
Oakley told an interesting story to the 
reporter, which bears every evidence of 
being truthful. Mr. Oakley was a mem- 
ber of Cal Wagner's minstrel troupe, in 
which he was a song and dance man 
The show went to pieces at Macon, Ga. 
recently, and Oakley tramped it to New 
York. He could find no engagement, 
and came west. He says that he is 
trying to get some kind of an engage- 
ment with Manager Geary's museum 
and may succeed. 


John Ledd, a resident of this city, 
suffers from lung trouble. 


George Screen has debility. He has 
been unwell since a trench caved in 
while he was digging for the Stimson 
water works supply system at the north 
side pumping house. 


Christian Kunkle, an old soldier, has 
general debility. Application has been 
made for his admittance to the soldiers' 
home. 


William Cooper, who has lived in this 
city for forty years, had the grippe 
but is now getting well. 


Fred Henning is in another depart- 
ment. He works on the farm of Rock- 
hill Bros. & Fleming,'^by whom he has 
long been employed. Heuning had his 
right hand ground to a pulp between 
the cog-wheels of a feed-cutter two 
weeks ago. 
Dr. Howard McCullough 
will try to save part of the member. 


Dr. Proegler makes daily visits to 
these patients; and also to the sick at 
the county infirmary. 
There are also 
private patients at the hospital. 


The importance of the sanitary condi- 
tion of an institution of'this character is 
immeasurably great. The City hospital 
in all respects relating to cleanliness, 
cheerfulness and comfort, is well pro- 
vided for, as all appearances bear evi- 
dence. The inmates who were inter- 
viewed said that they could not praise 
the hospital and its management too 
highly. 


The county commissioners make quar- 
terly visits to the hospitals and the 
county asylum. 


In Menioriiuu. 


Last Monday morning one of Fort 
Wayne's long time residents, Mrs. E. 
O. Poole, died at her home, 228 West 
Jefferson street. She was born at Liv- 
erpool, Medina county, Ohio, May 11, 
1836, and was thus fifty-three years, 
nine months and twenty-one days old at 
her death. On May 1, 1855, she was 
married to Mr. E.O. Poole, with whom she 
has lived happily for thirty-five years 
In 1857 Mr. and Mrs. Poole took up 
their residence in this city where they 
have lived continuously since that time. 


Mrs. Poole was a great sufferer in the 
last years of her life. 
She was a woman 
beloved by many friends who mourn her 
loss. Early in her life she gave her 
heart to God, and of her it may be said 
that she was faithful in every relation of 
life. Her place was always filled in the 
church, in the Sunday school, in the 
prayer meeting. Her heart and her 
hands were ever responsive to the needs 
of her friends and neighbors in times of 
trouble. 


Like Dorcas, she is remembered for 
her good works. She knew how to make 
and keep a happy home. 


She leaves a husband, Mr. E. O. 
Poole, who, for many years, was an en- 
gineer on the Wabash railroad; and one 
son, Mr. Frank Poole, of the Hamilton 
bank. A short funeral service was con- 
ducted at the house on Thursday after- 
noon by Rev. J. C. Cromer, of Chicago, 
formerly pastor of the Congregational 
church in this city, of which Mrs. 
Poole was a charter member.

The taking .of the eleventh census of 
the United States will 
begin three 
months from last Saturday, and the 
supervisors of the six districts of this 
state will have appointed, by the last of 
April, their enumerators. The latter 
are to be selected with reference to 
physical activity, aptness, neaiaiess and 
accuracy in writing and in the use of 
figures. 
In cities having 
over ten 
thousand inhabitants, according to the 
census of 1880, the enumeration must 
be completed within two weeks from the 
first Monday of June, and in all other 
districts on or before July 1. 


Each applicant must make a written 
application to the supervisor for his 
district, giving his Christian name in 
full, his place of birth, his present legal 
residence and postoffice address, the 
principal facts of his education and pro- 
fessional or business experience, includ- 
ing a statement of all national, state, 
county, or municipal offices at any* time 
held by him, and the place and nature 
cf his present occupation. This appli- 
cation must be throughout in the hand- 
writing of the applicant, and he must 
so certify therein. 


The small size of the enumeration 
districts, and the employment of local 
enumerators, it is stated, will operate 
largely to the advantage of the census, 
both as to the accuracy and complete- 
ness of returns. 
The enumerator, if a 
resident of the subdivision, will know, 
presumably, every house and alrnost 
every family, and will be in little danger 
of making omissions and be not easily 
imposed upon by false statements. The 
compensation provides a minimum ratô 
of 2 cents for each living inhabitant, 2 
cents for each death, 15 cents for each 
farm, 20 cents for each establishment of 
productive industry and 5 cents for each 
surviving soldier, sailor or marine, or 
widow of a soldier, s lilor or" marine, 


enumerated and xetozned, foraU snb- 
dividons 
where sa<fli idlo>wance is 
thought sufficient. 


In all other subdivisions, where liigher 
rates are to be paid, according to the 
difficuliy of enumeration, the maximum 
rates are not to be more than three 
cents for each living inhabitant, twenty 
cents for each farm and thirty cents for 
each establishment of productive indus- 
try; or less than $3 or more than $6 per 
day of ten hours actual field work each, 
in case a per diem compensation is es- 
tablished. Except in extreme cases, no 
claim for mileage or traveling expenses 
will be allowed to any enumerator, and 
then only when authority has been pre- 
viously granted by the superintendent 
of census. The law provides a penalty 
for an enumerator who shall, without 
justifiable cause, neglect or refuse to 
perform the duties of his position after 
accepting an appointment and qualify- 
ing for the work.

The New York papers recently con- 
tained the story of a young and beauti- 
ful girl, the daughter of a farmer in 
New Jersey, who went to the city to 
find 
employment. 
She was turned 
away from shops and factories, and at 
last obtained starvation wages from a 
"sweater," who required her to make 
men's cotton jackets for five cents each, 
and then, at the end of the week, with- 
held the money, to pay for one which 
she had spoiled. 


Hungry, homeless and in despair the 
girl was driven to enter one of the vile 
dens in New York, and a month later, 
in utter shame and wretchedness, took 
her own. life. 


The story was pitiful enough to bring 
tears from the most hardened eyes, and 
was no doubt true in every particular. 


But was there no alternative open to 
this girl but ruin and death ? 


In the cities of New York and Brook- 
lyn there were probably a hundred 
thousand housekeepers who would have 
given her a home, good food and good 
wages, if she would have consented to 
help them in their household work. 
In 
New Jersey, from whence she came, 
high wages are paid for this kind of 
work to capable girls and the supply is 
far below the demand. 


No woman in this country is driven 
to do wrong to keep herself from want. 


The Companioii 
reaches many thou- 
sand girls and young women who are 
straitened for want of money in their 
homes and have an ambition to go to 
the city and seek their fortune. 
They 
should not attemj^t it unless they have 
a trade or craft, and unless they are 
willing, if these fail, to take domestic 
service in a respectable family. 
There 
are, of course, unpleasant details in this 
kind of work, and a girl is apt foolishly 
to exaggerate them. 
But there is no 
necessity of crime or of suicide. 


Statements are often given of the low 
prices paid by tradesmen and manufac- 
turers to the women they employ, and 
appeals are made to the public to con- 
demn their extortion and cruelty. 
But 
the low prices are paid because the 
shops and factories are crowded with 
girls who have left the better-paid work 
of household service to foreigners. 


The truth in this, as in every other 
question, is best served by accurate 
statement 
of 
facts; and 
the 
Coni- 
panion^ knowing that the question is 
of the gravest importance to so many of 
its readers, urges them to consider 
these facts rather than their own pre- 
judices in favor of Avhat is called, "lady- 
like employment." 


If they prefer the damage and peril 
of life in the market to the ijrotection 
of a home, the risk and fault are there 
own.—Youth's 
Companion.

Uow the FresidenVs Wife Spends Her Time 
in the White House. 


The i^outine of the day begins early at 
the E:j^utive Mansion, says A. J. Hal- 
ford, in an interesting artice on "Mrs. 
Harrison's Life in the White House," 
in the Ladies' Home Journal. 
Break- 
fast is served promptly at half-past 8 
o'clock, in the family dining-room on 
the north side of the house, adjoining 
the conservatory. 
This is followed by 
prayers, either the President or Dr, 
Scott conducting devotions. 
The fam- 
ily then separate for the day; the Presi- 
dent proceeding directly to his room. 
Mrs. Harrison and the ladies retiré^ to 
the "living room" of the house, which 
is not a room at all. 
It is the north end 
of the main hall, on the second floor, 
separated from the office or public por- 
tion of the floor by a rather severe, not 
to say forbidding black walnut parti- 
tion, half the height of the walls. Mrs. 


tiiton finds Bere tier 'maiC^I^oli is 
attended to mth promptness and reg^r 
larity. 
So far a» tlie work of answering 
letters can be delegated, it is given over 
to Mrs. Sanger, the stenographer. 
But 
a large portion of her mail Mrs. Harri- 
son answers herself. 
Many of the let- 
ters can be answered by means of a 
form that has been composed for the 
purpose.

The consideration of her mail over, 
Mrs'. Harrison receives the Superin- 
tendent of 
Public 
Buildings 
and 
Grounds, at present Col. Oswald M. 
Ernst of the Engineer Corps, who is 
charged with tlie duty of disbursing the 
appropriation made for the maintenance 
of the Executive Mansion. 
With him 
Mrs. Harrison discusses the needs of the 
house and her desires, which must be 
made to conform to the amount of the 
funds on hand. 
Many and long are 
these conJerences, and oftentimes they 
result in a shifting about and repairing 
of the furniture and fixtures that would 
astonish some persons who imagine that 
the life of the lady of the White House 
is without care and a continual state of 
bliss. 


After having dismissed Col. Ernst, 
she devotes herself to the domestic 
branch of the establishment in confer- 
ence with the house-keeper. 
The menu 
for the day is arranged during this con- 
ference, and in consultation with the 
steward Mrs. Harrison maintains an in- 
telligent superyision over the kitchen, 
but the stories current in some circles, 
representing her as devoting much of 
her time to actual participation in the 
work of the department, are exaggera- 
tions. 
Although a good cook, she does 
not find it necessary or desirable to 
usurp the functions of that individual 
in the White House. 
And so as to the 
marketing. 
H a v i n g arranged in a gen- 
eral way for the provision oi the day, it 
is left to the proper pei'son to see that 
it is procured.' Luch is served at 1:30, 
but frequently the President is detained 
by callers, office-seekers, or cabinet 
meetings, and he does not sit down 
sometimes until an hour later. 
It is 
rarely the case that some one is not in- 
vited to join in this meal, in a wholly 
informal manner—a cabinet officer with 
whom the President may thus continue 
conference, or some friend who is asked 
to extend his stay over the hour for 
lunch. 


In the afternoon, for an hour or there- 
abouts, Mrs. Harrison receives friends, 
who come by appointment, and who 
usually have some relative or visitor to 
present. 
Later in the afternoon Mrs. 
Harrison usually takes a drive, often 
with the President, and when not ac- 
companying him she takes Mrs. McKee 
and the babies, or some friend who may 
be in the house. 
The variations from 
this jDrogram will include lessons in 
china painting, in which art Mrs. Har- 
rison displays rare talent and skill. 


Dinner is served at 6:30 o'clock, and 
as was the case at lunch almost always 
the family is joined by some friend. 
President and Mrs. Harrison are plain 
livers, preferring the dishes of an old 
Kentucky "aunty" to the more elaborate 
menu arranged by a French chef. 


In the evening out of the "season," 
the White House is a very quiet place. 
President 
Harrison rarely has an op- 
portunity of spending any time with his 
family, except at meals, and after din- 
ner he is usually to be found at his desk 
again. If Mrs. Harrison is free from 
any social duty, she utilizes the even- 
ing hours by reading. 
Being fond of 
good theatrical or operatic performance, 
she occasionally graces one of the thea- 
ter's with her presence, accompanied by 
two or three friends. 
The President 
has little taste for this class of amuse- 
ment, especially opera, so is seldom 
see^ at these places. 
He is fond of 
meeting friends in a quiet way, and 
when Mrs. Harrison is entertaining 
callers in the evening, he comes down 
from his room whenever business per- 
mits him to do so, and mingles with 
them in a delightfully informal way.

There are several old-fashioned fish- 
ermen in the Indiana Fish and Game 
Association, who look upon the genteel 
anglers who talk about rods and flies 
with a pity akin to that \nth which a 
student of mind disease regards a pa- 
tient who angles for butterflies with 
cobweb lines in rivers of moonshine. 
Among these is George W. Pitts^ who 
has lived in this country, man and boy, 
for sixty-three years, and looks good to 
make it an even hundred. 


"I have seen some fish in my time," 
said Mr. Pitts, retrospectively. 
"In 
1838—1 remember the day as clearly as 
yesterday—Sam and Amos 
Hanway 
drew a 200-yard seine on White Eiver, 
at my father's farm, four miles north of 
the National road bridge, and got over 
100 barrels—bass, pike, sammon, and 
suckers." 


Mr. Pitts was here interrupted by an 
incredulous whistle. 
He paid no atten- 
tion to the offender, a fly fisherman, 
but continued: 
" Sam and Amos made 
a business of fishing, and made their 
start in life selling suckers at 2 cents a 
pound. 
No fooling with a pole to get 
fish then; no talk about creels, leaders, 
flies, or any such gimcracks. 
I caught 
over sixty barrels of fish at one draw 
with a seine in this county less than 
sixteen years ago." 


"Where?"—a dozen voices at once. 
"The place isn't there anymore. 
It 
was right here in this county, seven 
miles down the river, at a slough called 
^ e l l Puddle. 
It has washed out. I got 
from eight to ten barrels of fish—bass, 
channel cat, and red eyes." 


"What weight was the biggest bass 
you ever caught?" was asked. 


"The biggest bass I ever caught," 
said Mr. Pitts, weighing each word 
carefully; "the biggest bass I ever 
caught with hook and line was one I 
took at the Michigan road bridge, four 
miles north, on White Eiver. It weighed 
nine pounds and seven ounces. 
Of 
course, he gave me a great fight, but 
the biggest fight I ever had was in 1878, 
with a smaller fish, a bass weighing 
seven pounds and five ounces, that I 
lifted from the wet at Schofield'ii mill. 
He was twenty-six inches long, and a 
beauty. 


"You didn't measure the big bass you 
speak of?" inquired a listener. 


"No. 
He was not as long as the Fall 
Creek fellow, but broader and not so 
active. 
What do you think of catching 
eighty-seven pounds of bass one after- 
noon, inside an hour, without hook, 
line, net, or gig? Well, I did that once, 
four miles up White River. 
The dam 
had broken, and the fi^h were running 
up throu'gh a narrow chute. 
I threw 
out with my hands on the brush at the 
side of the break eighty-seven pounds 
in an hour." 


The crowd was silent, but Mr. Pitts 
related one more experience. 
"I once 
stripped," he continued, "and went into 
water eight feet deep to catch a six- 
pound bass. 
I caught him, too, I drove 
him out of deep into shallow water and 
then nabbed him with my hands. 
The 
way I did it was this: 
A man had shot 
an eye out of the fish with a rifle, and 
he directed me where to swim and wade. 
By keeping on the seeing side of the 
fish I drove him into the shallow water 
on his t>Iind side and then captured 
him. 
There never was a better stream 
for fish than White River. 
But that 
was in the days when few people fished. 
Now, here's a great city full of 
fishing 
people and the stream is fished out. 
Then there are knowing people who 
take advantage of the fish. Once, I'm 
not going to say how long ago, Sam 
Hanway and Dick Norwood went to 
Broad Ripple fishing. They were alone, 
standing on the apron of the dam, Avhen 
Sam saw something in the water under 
the apron. 
'Give me that minnow net, 
Dick,'said he; 'no use foolin'with a 
hook and line.' 
Well, in less than one 
hour, with that minnow net, they lifted 
eighty very pretty bass. 
They strung 
them nicely, and coming 
to 
town 
bragged 
about 
their 
luck—caught 
eighty bass, and allowed every one to 
suppose they had caught them on a 
line."—Indianapolis 
Journal.

A manuscript which is 
not worth the trouble to punctuate 
properly is not worth sending. 
If you 
don't know how to use commas, semi- 
colons and periods correctly, learn. 


Don't spin out an involved sentence 
over a whole page. 
Shorten or divide 
the sentences, and see how much more 
direct and forcible they will be. 
If an 
editor kindly straightens, polishes or 
condenses your English for you, don't 
fly at him wrathfully with a charge of 
"mutilating" your copy. 


When your manuscript 
has been 
bought and paid for, don't importune 
the editor to mail gratuitous copies of 
the publication to this, that and the 
other address. 
The 
publisher has 
bought your goods, buy his and send 
whatever you wish. 


If an article is declined, don't send 
long letters beseeching or demanding 
the reasons, an^ asking all manner of 
criticisms, comments and directions for 
future attempts. 
Save your time and 
stamps. 


Don't send directions that such and 
such words of your copy must be itali- 
cised. 
Every publication has its own 
standard of taste about such matters 
and will probably adhere to it. 


If an article offered in summer, but 
suited only to the depth of midwinter, 
is accepted, to be used "when season- 
able," don't begin in September writing 
letters to know if it has been published, 
when it will be published and why and 
wherefore it has 
been deferred 
so 
long. 


In short, don't make your correspond- 
ence so troublesome and exacting that 
your work won't be wanted on any 
terms.—Golden Days.

ING TISW FOB DOUBTERS. 


Bis Visit to the Tomb of Xiazarus and Site 
of tbe House Occupied by Him and His 
Sistera—From Tliat Miracle He Dednces 
I>es8ons for tbe Sofrowine. 


The subject of Kev. Dr. Talmage's 
sermon in the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, 
Sunday morning, March 2, .was "Ke- 
Tision of Creeds," and he took for his 
text John xi, 4A: "Loose him, and let 
him go." Dr. Talmage said: 


My Bible is, at the place of this text, 
•written all over with lead pencil marks 
made last December at Bethany, on th'fe 
ruins of the bouse of Mary and Martha 
and Lazarus. We dismounted from our 
horses on the way. up from Jordan to the 
Dead sea. 
Bethany "was the summer 
evening retreat of Jesus. 
After spend- 
ing the day in the hot city of Jerusalem 
he would come out there almost 
every 
evening to the house 
of his three 
friends. I think the occupants of that 
house were orphans, for the father and 
moth,€r are not mentioned. 
But the son 
and two daoghters must have 
inherited 
property, for it must have been, judging 
from what I saw of tUe foundations and 
the size ol' the rooms, an opulent home. 
Lazarus, the brother, was now the head 
of the household and his sisters de- 
pended on him and were proud of him, 
for he was very popular and everybody 
liked him, and these girls were splendid 
girls. 
Martha a first-rate housekeeper 
and Mary 
a 
spirituelle-, 
somewhat 
dreamy, but affectionate, and as good a 
girl as could be found in all Palestine. 
But one day Lazarus got sick. The sis- 
ters were in consternation. 
Father gone 
and mother gone, they feel very nerv- 
ous lest they lose their brother also. 
Disease did its quick work. How the 
girls hung over his pillow! Not much 
sleep aborft that house, no sleep at all. 
Prom 
the characteristics 
otherwise 
developed, 
I 
judge 
that 
Martha 
prepared the medicines and made tempt- 
ing dishes of food for the poor 
appe- 
tite of the sufferer, but Mary prayed and 
sobbed. 
Worse and worse gets Lazarus, 
until the doctor announces that he can 
dò no more. 
The shriek that went up 
from that household 
when the last 
breath had been drawn and the two sis- 
ters were being led by sympathizers into 
the adjoining room, all those of us can 
imagine wlio have had our own hearts 
broken. 


But why was not Jesus there as He so 
often had been? Far away in the coun- 
try districts preaching, 
healing 
other 
sick, how Tinfortunate that this omnip- 
otent Doctor had not been at that do- 
mestic crisis in Bethany. 
When at last 
Jesus arrived in Bethany Lazarus ha'd 
been buried four days and dissolution 
had taken place. In that climate the 
breathless 
body 
disintegrstes 
more 
rapidly than in ours. If, immediately 
after disease, that bodj- had been awak- 
ened into life, unbelievers might have 
said that he was only in a comatose 
state, or in a sort of trance, and by some 
vigorous manipulation or powerful stim- 
ulant vitality had been renewed. No! 
Pour days dead. At the door of the ee- 
pulcher is a crowd of people, but the 
three most memorable are Jesus, who 
"Was the family friend, and the two be- 
reft sisters. 
We went into the tra- 
ditional tomb in December, and it is 
deep down and daa-k, and with torches 
we esplorea it. We found it all quiet 
that afternoon of our visit, but the day 
spoken of in tbe Bible there was pres- 
ent an excited multitude. 
I wonder 
what Jesus will do. He orders the door 
of the grave removed, and then He be- 
gins to descend the steps, Mary and 
Martha close after Him. and the crowd 
after 
there. 
Deeper 
down into the 
shadows and deeper! 
The hot tears of 
Jesus roll over His cheeks and splash 
upon the back of His hands. 
Were ever 
so many sorrows compressed 
into so 
small a space as in that group pressing 
on doAvn after Christ, all the tim^ be- 
moaning that He had not come before? 
Now all the whisperins? and all the cry- 
ing and all the sounds of shufiSing feet 
are stopped. It is the silence of ex- 
pectancy. 
Death had conquered, but 
now the vanquisher of death confronted 
the scene. 
Amid the awful bush of the 
tomb the familiar niime which Christ 
had often had upon His lips in the hos- 
pitalities of the village home came back 
to His tongue and with a pathos and an 
almightiness of which the resurrection 
of the last day shall be only an echo. 
He cries:. "Lazarus! come forth!" The 
eyes of the slumberer open and he rises 
and comes to tbe foot of the steps and 
with great difficulty begins to ascend, 
for the cerements of the tomb are yet on 
him and hie feet are fast and his hands 
are fast and the impediments to all his 
movements are so great that Jesus com- 
mands: 
"Take olf these cerements; re- . 
move these hindrances; unfasten these 
grave clothe?; loose him and let him 
go!" Oh, I am BO glad that 
after the 
Lord raised Lazarus He went on and i heartily accepts 
commanded the loosening of 
that bound his feet so that 


the 
he 


walk, and the breaking off of the cere- 
ment thatbound his hands so that he 
could stretch out his arms in salutation, 
and the tearing off of the bandage from 
around his jaws so that he could speak. 
What would reu-urrected life have been 
to Lazarus if he had not been freed from 
all those cripplements of his body? I 
am glad that Christ commanded His 
complete emancipation, saying: 
"Loose 
him, and let him go." 


The unfortunate thing now is that so 
many Christians are only half liberated. 
They hiave been raised from the death 
and burial of sin into spiritual life, but 
they yet have the grave clothes on them. 
They are like Lazarus, hobbling up the 
stairs of the tomb, bound hand and 
foot, and the object of this sermon is to 
help free their body and free their soul, 
and I shall try to obey the Masters com- 
mand that comes to me and comes to 
every minister of religion, "Loose him, 
and let him go." Firpt, many are bound 
hand and foot by religious creeds. Let 
no man misinterpret me as antagonizing 
creeds. I have eight or ten of tbem; a 
creed about religion, a creed about art, a 
creed about soci-al life, a creed 
about 
government and so on. A creed is some- 
thing that a man believes, whether it be 
written or unwritten. 
The Presbyterian 
Church is now agitated %bout its creed. 
Some good men in it are for keeping it 
because it was framed from the belief 
of John Calvin. 
Other good men in it 
"Want revision. I am with Bfeither party. 
Instead of revision I want substitution. 
I was sorry to have the question dis- 
turbed at all. 
The creed did not hinder 
us from offering the pardon and the 
comfort of the Gospel to all men, and 
the Westminster Confession has not 
interfered with me one minute. But 
now that the electric lights have been 
turned on the imperfections of that 
creed—Mid evei^thing that man fash- 
ions is imperfect—let us put the old 
creed respectfully aside and get a brand 
new one. It is impossible that people 
•who lived hundreds of years ago should 
fashion an appropriate creed for our 
times. 
John Calvin was a great and 
good man, but he died three 
hundred 
and twenty-six years ago. The best 
centuries of Bible study have come since 
then, and explorers 
have done their 
•work, and you might as well have the 
•world go back and stick to what Kobert 
Pulton knew about steamboats and re- 
ject the »ubsequent 
improvements in 
navigation; and go back to John Gutten- 
berg, the inventor of the art of printing 
and 
reject 
all 
modern 
newspaper 
presses, and go back to the time 
when 
telegraphy was the elevating of signals 
or the burning of bonfires on the hill- 
tops and reject the magnetic wire, which 
is the tongue of nations, as to ignore 
all the exegetes and the philologisti and 
the iheologiant of the lail three hnn« 
4redt 
twent^'SIX T I M W and pat yoof 


cords j and the man wlio does not accept Him is 
could not a Christian, and that is all there is 


o»f it. He need not believe in election 
or reprobation. 
He need not believe in 
the eternal generation of the Son. He 
need not believe in infant baptism. He 
n^ed not believe in plenary inspiration. 
Faith in Christ is the criterion, is the 
test, is the pivot, is the 
indispensable. 
But there are those who would add unto 
the tests rather than subtract from them. 
There are thousands who would not ac- 
cept persons into church membership if 
they drink wine or if they smoke cigars 
or if they attend the theater or if they 
ploy cards or if they drive a fast horse. 
Now I do not drink wine or smoke or 
attend the theater, never played a game 
of cards and do not drive a fast 
horse, 
although I would if I owned one. But 
do not substitute tests which the Bible 
does not establish. 
There is one pas- 
sage of Scripture wide enough to let all 
in who ought to enter and to keep out 
all who ought to be kept out: 
"Believe 
in the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved." Get a man's heart right and 
his life will be right. 
But now that the 
old creed has been put under public 
scrutiny, something 
radical ^lust be 
done. 
Some would split them, 
some 
would carve them, some would elongate 
them, some would abbreviate them. At 
the present moment and jn the present 
shape they are a hindrance. 
Lazarus 
is alive, but hampered with the old 
grieve clothes. 
If you want one glorious 
church free and unencumbered take off 
the cerements of old ecclesiastical vo- 
cabulary. 
Loose her, and let her go! 


Again, my text has good advice con- 
cerning any Christian 
hampered-and 
bothered and bound by fear of his own 
dissolution. 
To such the Book 
refers 
when it speaks of those who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime 
subject to bondage. 
The most of us, 
even if we have the Christian hope, are 
cowards about death. If a plank fall 
from a scaffolding and just graze our 
hat, how pale we look. 
If the Atlantic 
ocean plays with the steamship,pitching 
it toward the heavens and lettiner it 
drop, how even the Christian 
passen- 
gers pester the steward or stewardess as 
to whether there is any danger, and the 
captain who has been all night on tbe 
bridge and chilled through, coming in 
for a cup of coffee, is assailed by a whole 
battery of questions as to what he thinks 
of the weather. 
And many of the best 
people are, as Paul says, throughout 
their lifetime, in bondage by fear of 
death. 
My brothers and sisters, if we 
made full use of our religion we would 
soon get over 
this. 
Backed by tbe 
teachings of your Bible, just 
look 
through the telescope some bright night 
and see how many worlds there are and 
reflect that all you have seen compared 
with the nnmber of worlds in existence 
are less than the fingers of your right 
iisnd as compared with all the fingers of 
(he h«iaa& n e e . 
How foolish tlMii iot 


Sixteenth^ «ientui^ t3oetor. ' I ^ o n l ^ ektt 
the names of twenty living Presbyterian 
ministers"^ of religion who could make a 
better creed than John 
Calvin. The 
Nineteenth century ought not to be 
called to sit at the feet of the Sixteenth. 


"But," say ^ u , "it is the same old 
Bible, and John Calvin had that as •well' 
as the present Btudents of the, Scrip- 
tures." Yes; so it is the same old sun in 
the heavens, but in bur time it has gone 
to making daguerreotypes and photo- 
graphs. It is the same old water, but 
in our century it has gone to running 
steam engines. It is the same old elec- 
tricity, but in our time it has become a 
lightning footed errand boy. So it is the 
old Bible, but new applications, new 
uses, new interpretations. 
.You must 
remember that during the last three 
hundred years "words have changed their 
meaning and some of them now mean 
more and some less. I do not think that 
John Calvin believed, as some say he 
did, in the damnation of infants, al- 
though some of the recent hot disputes 
would seem to imply that there is such 
a thing as the damnation of infants. 


A man who believes in the damnation 
of 
infants himself 
deserves to lose 
Heaven. I do not think any good man 
could admit such a possibility. 
What 
Christ will do with all the babies in the 
nest world I conclude from what He did 
with the babies in Palestine when He 
hugged them and kissed them. 
When 
some Qf you grown people go out of 
this world your doubtful destiny will be 
an embarrassment to the minister officiat- 
ing at the obsequies, who have to be 
cautious as to what hurts surviving 
friends. 
®ut when the darling children 
go there are no "ifs" or ''buts" or 
guesses. 
We must remember that good 
John Calvin was a logician and a meta- 
physician and by the proclivities of his 
nature put some things in an unfortun- 
ate way. 
Logic has its use and meta- 
physics has its use, but they are not 
good at making creeds. 
A gairdener 
hands you a blooming rose, dewy fresh, 
but a severe botanist comes to you with 
a rose and says: "I will show you the 
structure of this rose." 
And h^ pro- 
ceeds to take it apart and pulls oft' the 
leaves and he says: 
"There are the 
petals," and he takes out the antliers 
and he says: "Just look at the woncler- 
iittl structure ot these floral pillars," and 
then he cuts the stem to show you the 
juices of the plant. 
So logic or meta- 
physics takes the aromatic rose of the 
(Jhristian religion and says: "I will just 
show 3'ou how this rose of religion was 
fashioned;" and it pulls off of it a piece 
and says: 
"That is the human will." 
and another piece and says: 
"This is 
God's will," and another piece and says: 
"This is sovereignty," and another piece 
and says: 
"This is free agency," this is 
this and that is that. 
And while I stand 
looking at the fragrants of the rose 
pulled apart, oae whom the Marys took 
for a gardener comes in and presents me 
with a crimson rose, red as blood and 
says: 
"Inhale the sweetness of this, 
wear it on your heart and wear it for- 
ever." 
I must confess that I prefer the 
rose in full bloom to the rose 
pulled 
apart. 


What a time we have had with the 
dogmatics, the apologetics and the her- 
meneutics. 
The defect in some of the 
creeds is that they try to tell us all about 
the decrees of God. Now the only hu- 
man being that was ever competent to 
handle that subject was Paul, and he 
would not have been co'mpetent had he 
not been inspired. I believe in the sov- 
ereignty of God and I believe in man's 
free agency, but no one can harmonize 
the two. It is not necessary that he 
harmonize them. 
Every sermon that I 
have ever heard that attempted such 
harmonization was to me as clear as a 
London fog, as clear as mud. My 
brother of the Nineteenth century, my 
brother of the 
Sixteenth century, give 
us Paul's statement and leave out your 
own. 
Better one chapter of Paul on 
that subject than all of Calvin's insti- 
tutes, able and honest and mighty as 
they are. Do not try to measure either 
the throne of God or the thunderbolts 
of God with your little stoel p.en. 
What 
do you know about the decrees? You 
cannot pry open the door of God's eter- 
nal cdtinsels. You cannot explain the 
mysteries of Gods 
government now, 
much less the mysteries of His govern- 
ment five hundred quintillion of years 
ago. I move for a creed for all our de- 
nominations made out of Scripture quo- 
tations pure and simple. 
That would 
take the earth for God. That would be 
impregnable 
against 
infidelity 
and 
Apollyonic assault. 
That would be be- 
yond human criticism. 
The denomina- 
tion, whatever its name be, that can 
rise up to that will be the church ot the 
millennium, will swallow up all other 
denominations and be the one that will 
be the bride when the 
Bridegroom 
Cometh. 
Let us make it simpler and 
plainer for people to get into the king- 
dom of God. Do not hinder people by 
the idea that they may not have been 
elected. Do not tag on to the one essen- 
tial of faith in Christ any of the in- 
numerable nonessentials. 
A man who 
Christ is a Christian 
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stars are inhabited and ^ ^ heihgs like 
the human race in feelings and senti- 
ments and the difference is in lung {res- 
piration and heart beat and physical 
confirmation, their physical conforma- 
tion fit for the clihiate of their world and 
our physical conformation fit for our 
world. 
So'we shall feel at home in any 
of the stellar neighborhoods, our phy- 
sicial limitations having ceased. One 
of our first realizations in getting out 
of this world, I think, will be that in 
this world we were very much pent up 
and had cramped apartments and were 
kept on the limits. The mtost even of 
our small world is water, and the water 
says to the human race: 
"Don't come 
here or you will drown." A few thou- 
sand feet up the atmosphere is unin- 
habited, and the atmosphere says to the 
human race: Don't come up here or 
you cannot breathe." A few miles down 
the earth is a furnace of fire, and the 
fire says: 
"Don't come here or you will 
burn." The caverns of the mountains 
are full of poisonous gases, and the 
gases say: "Don't come here oryou will 
be asphyxiated." And, crossing a rail 
track, you must look out or you will be 
crushed. 
And, standing by a. steam 
boiler, you must look out or you will be 
blown up. 
And pneumonias and pluri- 
sies and consumptions and apoplexi,es 
go across this earth in flocks, in droves, 
in herds, and it is a world of equinoxes 
and cyclones and graves. 
Yet we are 
under the delusion that it is the only 
place fit to stay in. We want to stick to 
the wet plank 'mid ocean while the 
great ship, "the City of God," of the 
Celestial line, goes sailing past, a»d 
would gladly take us up in a life boat. 
My, Christian friends, let me tear off 
your despondencies and frights about 
dissolution. 
My Lord 
commands me 
regarding you, saying: "Loose him, and 
let him go." 


Heaven is ninety-five per cent, better 
than this world, a thousand per cent, 
better, a million percent, better. 
Take 
the gladdest, 
brightest, most jubilant 
days you ever had on earth, and com- 
press them all into one hour, and that 
hour would be a requiem, a fast : day, a 
gloom of horror, as^compared with the 
poorest hour they have had in heaven 
since its first tower was built or- its firtt 
gates swung, or its first song caroled. 
"Oh," you say, "that may be true, but I 
am so afraid of crossing over from this 
world to the next, and Ï fea-r the snap- 
ping of the cord between 
soul and 
body." 
Well, all the surgeons and phy- 
sicians and scentists declare that there 
is no pang at the parting of the body 
and soul, and all the seeming restless- 
ness at the closing hour of life is invol- 
untary and no distress at all. And I 
agree with the doctors, for what they 
say is confirmed by the fact that persons 
who were drowned or were submerged 
until all consciousness 
departed and 
were afterwards resuscitated 
declare 
that the sensation of passing into un- 
consciousness was pleasurable 
rather 
than distressful. 
The cage of the body 
has a door on easy hinges, and when 
the door of the pbfsical cage opens 
the soul simply puts out its wings and 
soars. 
"But," you say, "I fear to 
go 
because 
the 
future 
is 
so 
full of mystery." Well, I will tell you 
how to treat the mysteries. 
The mys- 
teries have ceased bothering me, for I 
do as the judges of your. courts 
often 
do. 
They hear all the arguments in the 
case and then say: "I will take, these 
papers and give you my decision next 
week." So I have heard all the argu- 
ments in regard to the next world, and 
some things are uncertain and full of 
mystery, and so I fold up the papers and 
reserve until the next world my decision 
about them. I can there study all the 
mysteries to better advantage, for the 
light will be better and my faculties 
stronger, and I will ask th'e Christian 
philosophers, who have had all the ad- 
vantages ot Heaven for centuries, to 
help me, and I may be permitted myself 
humbly to ask the Lord, and I think 
there -will be only one mystery left, and 
that will be how one so unworthy as my- 
self got into such an enraptured place. 
Come up out of the sepulchral shad- 
ows. If you are not Christians by 
faith in Christ come uj. into the light; 
and if you are already like Lazarus, re- 
animated, but still have your 
grave 
clothes on, get rid of them. 
The com- 
mand is: "Loose him, and let him go." 
The only part bf my recent journey that 
I,really dreaded, although Î did not say 
much about it beforehand, was the land- 
ing at Joppa. 
That is the port of en- 
trance for the Holy Land, and there are 
many rocks, and in rough •weather peo- 
ple cannot land at all. The boats tak- 
ing the people from the steamer to the

anchor 
near 
Joppa 
and we put 
out for shore 
in" the small 
boat, 
the 
water was as 
still as though 
it had been sound asleep a hundred 
years, and we landed as easily as I came 
on this platio/m. 
Well, your fears have 
pictured for you an appalling arrival at 
the end of your voyage of life, and they 
say that the seas will run high and that 
the breakers will swallow you up, or that 
if you reach Canaan at all it will be a 
very rough landing. 
The very opposite 
will be true if you have the eternal God 
for your portion. 
Your disembarkation 
for the promised land will be as smooth 
as was onrs at Palestine last December. 
Christ will meet yo«a far out at sea and 
pilot you into complete safety, and you 
will land with a hosanna on one side of 
you and a hallelujah on the other.

With the Current, 


An English traveler in Brazil reports 
an ingenious contrivance of the boat- 
men by which the current of tbe stream 
is made to counteract the sea-breeze 
blowing u p the Rio San Francisco. 


The 
canoe was carried 
down the 
stream by the force of the current, b u t 
in the afternoon, and during the greater 
part of the night, the sea-breeze blew 
so strong as to impede our progress. 
The boatmen, however, adopted a plan 
to overcome this, •which I have never 
seen elsewhere, nor even heard of, and 
I will therefore explain it in a few 
words. 


They landed at a place where trees 
grew in abundance, and in a short time 
cut off a 
considerable 
number 
of 
branches, which they tied 
tightly to- 
gether with cords. 
One end of a long 
rope was made fast round the middle of 
this bundle, while the other end was se- 
cured to t h e canoe. 


T h e boatmen then steered for a part 
of the river where the current wasstong, 
and ttirew the bundle overboard. 
ThiB 
being heavy from its green state, 
floated 
just below the surface of the water, and 
in this manner being entirely out of t h e 
influence of t h e wind, it received the^ 
whole force of the current, and by this 
means t h e canoe was dragged down at 
a rapid rate little inferior to that by 
which we descended during t h e calm of 
t h e day.

There i r e many 
unoccupied farms, in Berkshire County, 
that with a little care could be made 
very productive. 
An idea of how much 
property is depreciated in that county 
may be gathered from the fact that a 
farm of land that cost $6,500 some years 
^ o would sell now at $1,000. I n "Wash- 
ington 
there are 
fifteen 
unoccupied 
farms; in Peru, 
thirteen; in Savoy, 
twelve; in Windsor, ten; many of which 
can be bought at from $2 to $4 an acre. 
There are numerous other farms scat- 
tered over the Berkshire hills that are 
deserted. 


The Board of Trade of Pittsfield have 
plans now in consideration, one of which 
is to colonize these vacant farms 
with 
Swedes. 
Another 
plan is to form a 
company and buy u p large tracts of 
land, p u t flocks of sheep and herds of 
cattle upon them with necessary people 
to look after them and have them con- 
ducted something as the ranches àre 
run in the "West. 
How either of these 
schemes may work is of course problem- 
atical, b u t a trial should at least be 
given them. 
T h e land is good. For 
many years grass has been allowed to 
grow and die upon it thereby 
enriching 
the soil.

knowledge limited to the prospect 
available on the surface. The sub- 
inaiine universe over which they float 
is as a sealed volume to them. 
Divers 
and wreckers, however, in the pursuit 
of their calling have now and then 
glimpses of Neptune's realm and some 
of its attractions and terrors. 
Divers 
^are not romancists. 
They deal with 
stern realities in a practical, matter- 
of-fact way. While submerged be- 
neath the waves at their labor they are 
in personal peril, to greater or le«s de- 
gree, much of the time, and often meet 
with strange and frightful experiences. 
^ Many times they are on missions of 
confidence, working under sealed or- 
ders, with sealed lips. 
Often they are 
overcome with nervous shoêks and are 
compelled to relinquish work from 
sheer exhaustion. 


Chicago has two thoroughly.experi- 
enced subnaarine divers, says a writer 
in the Chicago Times. 
One of them 
is familiarly known as Tommy John- 
son. He is the mechanical engineer of 
the Dunham Towing and Wrecking 
Company. 
He does not do much sub- 
marine work except to superintend 
\ mechanical arrangements necessary to 


raise wrecked vessels and their car- 
goes. 


Joe Faulkner has also been actively 
engaged in shore work ou river and 
lake about Chicago for over twenty 
years past. 
Divers must have plenty 
of pluck and grit, and both^of these 
men possess a goodly share. 
Tommy 
Johnson on one occasion lay down on 
the bottom of the lake to rest awhile. 
While prostrate and motionless an 
enormous muskallouge swam up, and 
after deploying about reconnoitering 
for a long while floated directly over 
Tom and proceeded to nibble at the 
toe of his rubber boot. 
Watching his 
opportunity Tom seized the fish, and 
driving his steel nook deep into its 
side quickly threw his other arm 
around its body, hugging it with all 
his'might and main. 
Instantaneously

CONTRIVANCES IN WHiCE TO 
ROCK THE BABY. 


Comancbe Mothers Make the Simplest 
Cradle-;, Thof^e of tho Sioux Being; Very 
Elaborate — Curious Afiairs in Which 
Children of the Senod-Civilized Pass the 
First Year 6f l-ife. 


HILDREN are al- 
ways .with us, and a 
cradle of some sort 
has from time imme- 
morial been consid- 
ered a necessary ad- 
^ junct to a chüd. It 
may be a soap-box, 
or it may be a gaud- 
ily decorated bag or 
wooden frame car- 
ried by some Indian mother, or it may 
rise to the height of patent springs and 
dainty lace, but all nations and all 
tribes have been obliged to recognize 
the cradle. 
^ 


The ^National Museum at Washing- 
ton has a large and growing exhibit of 
the cradles used by the people of this 
continent, and it is interesting to note 
in this collection the points of similar- 
ity between the widely separated na- 
tions. 


Many questions of scientific and gen- 
eral interest del)end upon the knowl- 
edge of the manner in which a child 
'passes the first year of its life, and the 
museum has gone extensively into the 
(subject for this reason. Deformation 
;of the heads, in some of our modern 
tribes, and in nearly all of the abo- 
iriginal tribes, was brought about pur- 
jposely or accidentally by means of the 
i^cradle board or frame in which the 
.children were confined almost entirely 
ifor the first period of their existence. 
iCradles in this case serve many pur- 
iposes. They are nests for the helpless 
jinfants, serving as beds in which the 
jchild sleeps in either vertical or hori- 
zontal positions, and as a vehicle in 
'•which the child can be easily carried 
from place to place. It is in every 
sense a cradle to be hung on the limb 
of a tree and be rocked by the breeze. 
And still again it forms a play-house

for the young Indian, many dangling 
objects being hung upon it to amuse 
the youth or maid not yet graduated 
to shooting blunt arrows or talking 
scandal. 


The study of cradles also answers 
another purjiose in marking the cli- 
mate of different countries. The Es- 
quimau mother carries her child in a 
hood on her back, as the method prac- 
ticed by the southern women of strajD- 
ping the youngster to a board frame 
would, in that severe climate, insure a 
very sad Christmas for the youthful 
Esq'uimau. 


Why any human being should live in 
as cold jilacesas Greenland and Labra- 
dor is yet to be satisfactorily explained, 
but the baby Esquimau is hardly re- 
sponsible for this vagary during his 
first year or so of existence, and we 
can examine into the means provided 
for his comfort with some degree of 
patience. 
The mother in this paradise 
for icemen has the hood of her skin 
robe made very large, so as to carry 
therein the babe, which nestles around 
the mother's neck secure from the cold. 
Some writers have also spoken of Es- 
quimau mothers carrying their children 
in their wide boots. 


These, for northern people, are not 
very migratory. In their benighted 
way they know a good thing when they 
see it, aad are well content to stick 
pretty close to their homes. The 
hood, tJierefore, answers their purpose, 
besides being warmer than any carrying 
frame. 


Coming further south we find the 
natives on the Upper Yukon using a 
very ingenious trough-shaped cradle 
of birch bark, made from three pieces, 
forming the bottom, the top and hood, 
and the awning. 
Rows of beads orna- 
ment the awning, Avhich, in a country 
the main inhabitants of which are 
mosquitoes, is found a very useful por- 
tion of the outfit. Playthings of vari- 
ous lands are also hung to this awning, 
and the infant is at liberty to enjoy 
himself as much as he sees fit. 


On the eastern coast of Labrador 
the infant, immediately after birth, is 
laid naked on a layer of moss in a bag 
made of leather and lined with hare- 
skins. 
This bag is securely laced, 
leaving the child freedom to move the 
head only. The youngster closely re- 
sembles an Egyptian mummy and is 
kept in this state until about one year 


old. At Cape Breton the children are 
tied up much after this manner, and 
then hammocks are used, partaking 
considerably of' Southern methods. 


West of the Eocky Mountains trough- 
shaped frames of cedar wood are gener- 
ally used. 
Angles and bends near the 
child's knees are effected by boiling 
and bending the wood into shape. The 
characteristics of these cradles are the 
headboards, like a little gravestone, 
and painted in red and black with the 
symbol of the owner. 
Streaks of red 
paint skirt the margin, and the bed 
consists of a mass of finely, shredded 
cedar bark. 


The Indians, ancient and modem, of 
Oregon have been accustomed to flat- 
ten the heads of their children by ap- 
pliances attached to the cradle, which 
is usually made of cedar wood. 
These 
cradles show considerable skill in work- 
manship and are suspended by strings 
to pliant poles and are swung by the 
mother with her hand or great toe. The 
.Chinook cradle from the Columbia 
p.iver is of this class. The mother /¡ar- 
jries the cradle in an upright position 
(on her back, often hanging it to some 
.^branch during ^ halt. 
H the infant 
dies the cradle also forms its cofiiu, be- 


ill^ pnt in some lake or pool and left to 
float, the water, even, often, being re-; 
garded as sacred. The compress for,' 
the head is of bark and is drawn down 
tightly. 
The child is kept in this con- 
finement almost 
continuously until 
about a year old. 


The Flathead Indians, inhabiting 
the lower parts of the Columjbia, carry 
the fashion of flattening the skull to 
still greater extremes. The process 
with them consists in placing the in- 
fant on a board, to which it is so se- 
curely lashed - that, being only a , few 
days old, it can only make known its 
objections vocally. An inclined board 
rests on the forehead of the infant, be-; 
ing every day drawn down a little by 
means of cords which support it until 
at length it touches the nose, thus' 
forming a straight line from the crown 


of the . head to the end of the nose,! 
after which the young Adonis is re-' 
leased to commence his career of break^ 
ing hearts. 


In California the Indians weave very 
pretty and artistic slipper-shaped cra- 
dles of wicker-work, which they deco-i 
rate elaborately with beads. 
The Mo- 
doc women make a very pretty babyi 
basket of fine willow work, cylinder- 
shaped. with one-half of it cut away 
except a few inches at the ends. The 
little fellow is placed in this and wrap- 
ped around like a mummy, with noth- 
ing visible but his head. 


The cradle of the Pitt Biver Indians- 
is a transition type. A pole of wood 
with the bark removed is bent in the, 
middle, the two ends crossed and^ 
lashed together. Across this frame are, 
laid broad laths, perforated at the ends, 
and lashed to the poles with buckskin, 
strings. The foot-rest is a block of. 
wood, perforated, and through it are, 
passed the two ends of the pole. 
Thisi 
cradle i^asses from the stage of a mere: 
nest, in which the child is tied, to a 
primitive cradle, as we know the arti- 
cle. The Mohave cradle is also of thisi 
class, being a prettily made ladder or; 
trellis. A dainty quilt or counterj)ane 
of braided bass is used with this. 


The Yaqui cradle belongs to the open, 
unhooded type. It is made of reeds,; 
held in the same place by a dowel- 
pin. A bed of shredded willow Is laid 
on this. 


The children of the California penin- 
sula don't have as good a time as they 
might for the first year of their exist-' 
enee. 
AVhen they are born they arei 
cradled in the shell of a turtle. Asj 
soon as the child is a few months old 
the mother places it, perfectly naked, 
astraddle on her shoulder, its legs 
hanging down on both sides in front. 
In 
this guise the mother wanders 
around all day, exposing the helpless 
charge to the hot rays of the sun or 
the chilly winds that delight in sweep- 
ing that inhospitable country. 


The Montana infant has any amount, 
of pains spent on both himself and his' 
cradle-board. 
The board is covered 
with a tanned elkskin or deerskin and' 
beads worked on it. 
The place where, 
the child reposes is loose and is laced 
and tied up when the child is placed 
in it. 


The Ute Indians of Nevada use aflat 
wicker cradle frame, kite-shaped or 
roughly triangular. 
Over this is 


stretched a covering of buckskin, and 
the young Ute is also provided with a 
sorftitimes elaborately 'decorated awn- 
ing. • 


The elements of the Moki cradle: 
frame are the floor and the awning. 
As a foundation a stout stick is bent in, 
the shape of the ox-yoke bow, Rods' 
of the size of a lead pencil are attached; 
to the curve of this boAV and stretched i 
parallel to the limbs. 
Twigs are close-; 
ly woven on this warp by regular; 
basketry weaving. 
An awning is also 
provided. 


The Comanche cradle is the most! 
primitive cradle in the National Mu-: 
seum. It is a strip of black bearskin 
thirty inches long and twenty wide, 
doubled together in the form of a cra- 
dle frame. Along tbe side edges loops 
of buckskin are made to receive thei 
lacing. 


The Sioux Indians are very particu- 
lar in their baby habitations. 
It is a' 
frame of two diverging slats, painted: 
yellow, held in place at the head and": 
foot by cross slats. The tops of the; 
side pieces project above the cradle,; 
each at least eighteen inches, and arej 
studded with brass-headed nails ini 
straight lines. 
The case is shoe-' 
shaped, and all over the outside is or-' 
namented with beadwork. If the in- 
fant dies during the time allotted to itj 
for remaining in the cradle, it is buried,' 
and the mother fills the empty shell 
with black quills and feathers, and cai-- 
ries it around with her for months. 
i 


East of the Mississippi Biver, north 
of the Tennessee, and south of the; 
Hudson Bay, the Indians used a sim-j 
pie flat cradle board. 


Farther south the Indians were ac-; 
customed to use one of the forms al- 
ready described, with various adjunctsi 
for flattening.the head. 
Some nations; 
in Louisiana used clay, which was' 
wrai)ped around the infant's head and; 
binds and compresses until the proper 
shape is reached.

Would Be Shocked at the Great and Sud- 
den Changre. 


HE oughten to be 
tooken without her 
d r e s s - body. She 
wasn't nice!" said a 
ilittle maiden who 
'was gazing for the 
first time upon the 
portrait of her great- 
great- grandmamma 
who in her day was 
a beauty of colonial 
reputation, and who 
was portrayed in a 
Josephine gown of 
that time. 


Frivolous maidens are often remind- 
ed of the modesty, sense, and exquis- 
itely proper manners of their grand- 
mammas. But the reminders should 
take a peep back into the history of the 
fashions of a century ago and then get 
down on both knees and adore the 
modern girl. 


Speaking of the stays worn a cen- 
tury ago, social history tells us that 
the .beautiful Dolly Madison's waist 
measured but seventeen inches, and 
that Mrs. Alexander Hamilton's waist 
was but an inch larger. 


When Dolly Madison came as a bride 
to Washington she wore at one of her 
first receptions a costume which, with 
a few modifications, might be worn in 
a modern drawing-room. It was a slip 
of soft white silk, narrowed enough to 
show the outline of the hips, and 
reaching just to the instep. 
The waist 
was cut extremely decollete, and gath- 
ered in a simple yoke, the sleeves were 
little puff?, concealing the upper part 
of the arm, but not the line of the 
shoulder, and just below the bust was

a sash of white China crepe, einbroid- 
ered in white blossoms, with a ''mon- 
strous deep silken fringe." 


She wore her hair in curls about her 
snowy neck and shoulders, curls glis- 
tening with perfumed joomade, and 
about her waist fell in careless grace 
a scarf of white gauze. Her slippers 
were white and silver; her silken hose 
showed the "pink flesh" through them. 


This costume was among the first of 
the Josephine gowns to be worn in 
Washington society and came into 
vogue after tho great hoops and bro- 
cades which prevailed during the days 
of Martha Washington. 


"We have the latest fashions from 
France here, and our profit is great be- 
yond that of Washington and Philadel- 
phia," wrote Mrs. Alexander Hamilton, 
who during the revolutionary days was 
the leader of the world of fashion for 
all Manhattan Island. 


The best portrait of the lady shows 
her in a brocaded skirt, pink flowers on 
a cream ground, made in eight Avidths 
over a petticoat of red quilted satin. 
The waist is cut low, in what is now 
known as the "English decollete," and 
is pointed in front, lacing like the mod- 
ern ball bodice in the back. 
Her hair 
is drawn straight up from the brow 
over a great roll, and is made into com- 
pact puffs at the back of the head. 


Lady Catharine Duer, who was the 
daughter of Lord Sterling, was a leader 
of fashion for many years in New York 
and Washington. Her gowns were 
brought over from France by special 
packet steamers, and it is said that she 
wore the finest gloves of two buttons 
and slippers of satin, with soles of "fine 
thinness.'-' Mrs. Duer of the ¡present 
day has part of a gown worn by her 
ancestress.

Susan B. Anthony Celebrates Her Seven- 
tieth Birthday. 


HE life of Susan B. 
Anthony, the leader of 
the woman's suffrage 
movement in this coun- 
try, has been an event- 
ful one. For years she 
has battled for t h e 
equality 
o f women. 
Eidiculed at first, she 
finally succeeded i n 
gaining the respectful 
consideration of men, 
overcoming the preju- 
dices which existed so 
long, and has lived to 
be honored and respected by every 
one. The change in sentiment has 
been remarkable, and it shows itself in 
the popular estimate of Miss Anthony. 
She has just celebrated her 70th birth- 
day, and the event was signalized by 
an elaborate dinner at the Riggs 
House, in Washington. 
Upon that oc- 
casion Miss Anthony gave some inter- 
esting reminiscenses of her long and 
busy life: ' 


"i have been more or less a public 
character since I was 20 years of age. 
My father, although wealthy, fitted 
me for the profession of teaching, and 
it was well he did, for in the great 
financial panic of 1837 he failed, and I 
was compelled to take up the profes- 
sion of teaching. When I was 15 I was 
teaching school for $8 per month and 
my board.' 


"My attention was first turned to the 


injustice of unequal wages about five 
years later. I was leaving tho i^chool 
and a man was employed who was to 
receive tliree times the amount of my 
salary. I did not believe there was 
any jnstico in paying extra .simi)ly for 
sex, and I resolved lo do wliat I could 
to secure better wages loi' women. 


"I first ideutilied myself with the 
suffrage movement in 18-33. I saw 
that it would be imi ossible for women 
to change their condition without the 
ballot. 
There was no time to remedy' 
individual cases while the true rem- 
edy lay in the ballot. 
That will do 
away with the producing causes. I was 
an editor for three years, but I man- | 
aged to accumulate an indebtedness of 
about $10,000, and went out of the 
business. My paper was called the 
Revolution, 
and I never worked so 
hard in my life for three years to get 
in debt as I did as an editor. The in- 
debtedness, however, has all been 
jiaid. 


"In my lecturing experience I made 
speeches under peculiar circumstances. 
I remember one night crossing the 
Mississippi at McGregor, Iowa, we 
were icebound in the middle of the 
river. 
Mrs. Stanton was \vith me, and 
every lady was tired and hungry. 
Some men whom we had been talking 
to on the cars started the cry for a 
speech on woman suffiage. Accord- 
ingly, in the middle of the Mississippi, 
at midnight, we jiresented our claims 
to political representation and debated 
the question of universal suffrage un- 
til we landed. I believe that Avas the 
only convention ever held on the bosom 
of the Father of Waters. I have also 
been able to speak to the inmates of 
lunatic asvlums.

"sub-soil plowing." She is variously 
referred to as the "Napoleon," the 
"Moses," and the "Gladstone" of the 
equal-suffrage movement—"the no- 
blest Roman of them all."

A Question of Method.

An anniversary that revived memories 


of Port Wayne's very infancy, came to 
David F. Comp.iret, the commission 
merchant, Thursday. 


On the morning of March G, 1826, iu 


the building on East Columbia street, 
now occupied asHoraceMaiiotte's store, 
Mr. Comparet first paw the light of day. 


That was sixty-four years ago and 


since then Mr, Comparet has made his 
uninteiTupted residence in this city. 
Fort Wayne in his early days wore its pio- 
neer clothes. The old Wabash and Erie 
canal was tho channel of commerce. 
Mr. Comparet owned two boats, tho 
"Atlantic" and "King," which were 
built at a cost of $6,000, and these car- 
ried many thousands of dollars worth of 
grain and other goods between tho old 
packet landing on Columbia street and 
Toledo and other ports. These boats 
were sold, and are in use to this day on 
the North Central canal between Chica- 
go and Peoria, 111. 


The reminiscences of the days when 


red skills were numerous in these pre- 
cincts are related by Mr. Comparet with 
pride. 


During all his life he has not been 


confined to his bed by sickness long 
enough to aggregate two months. 


May his future loi be one of happi- 


ness and content, and may bis anni- 
versaries always bo as joyful as was the 
one just passed.

' A TALE OF'WOE! 


A Reporter Visits tlte Maimed and 


Sick at the City Hospital--.* De- 


scription of the Scenes 


Witnessed. 


There is an institution right here, 


almost in the shadow of the court house 
dome, that is passed every day by a hur- 
rying people, and yet does not share 
much, if any, of their busy thoughts. 
It is the City hospital. 


Within its portals the sick, tlie dying, 


the wounded, the injured, all find 
refuge. 


Through the courtesy of Dr. Carl 


Proegler, the county physician, a SEN- 
TiSEii reporter was a visitor at the hos- 
pital to-day, and nnder the escort of t ie 
doctor and Mrs. Smith, the matron, was 
shown through the wards. Here is a 
cursorary glace at what he saw there. 


In one room, the little girls' depart- 


ment, lay two young sufferers. 
One of 


them, Ida May Carpenter, is twelve 
years old and is an orphan. She is sub- 
ject to epileptic fits and has been near 
death's door more than once. 


On another cot lay bright-eyed little 


Amelia Ackmer, who is recovering from 
pneumonia. Her face, flushed some- 
what from fever, told that the danger of 
a relapse was by no means past. 
Amelia's home is at Warsaw, where her 
father lives. Her mother is dead. 


Three inmates of the hospital are wee 


baby girls, two of whom were asleep and 
and the reporter could not think of dis- 
turbing them. The other one, twenty- 
one months old, was born at the county 
infirmary. 


The mother, a mere girl, whose name 


was Johnson, was deceived and betrayed. 
Soon after her child was born she was 
transferred to the city hospital, where 
her earthly trials were soon ended, death 
having been caused by consumption. 
The babies are all looking well and 
happy. 


The male department was next visi- 


ted. Here were men in nil attitudes, 
some bolstered, some reclining, while 
others*had au injured limb propped up 
for comfort. In another room adjoining, 
the convalescents were playing games, 
sewing on buttons and occupying tho 
time in various ways.

How Applications for Appointment 


Must Be Made-Other liitcre.ttiuj; 


Facts as to the Service. 


Tho taking of the eleventh census of 


the United States will 
begin three 


mouths from last Saturday, and the 
supervisors of tho sis districts of this 
state will lu\e appointed, by the last of 
April, their enumerators. The Litter 
are to ba selected with reference to 
physical activity, aptness, neatness and 
accuracy in writing and in the use of 
figures. 
In cities having 
over ten 


thousand inhabitants, according to the 
census of 1880, the enumeration must 
be completed within two weeks from the 
first Monday of June, and in all other 
districts on or before July 1. 


Each applicant must make a written 


application to the supervisor for his 
district, giving his Christian name in 
full, his place of birth, his piesent legal 
residence and postoffice address, the 
principal facts of his education and pro- 
fessional or business experience, includ- 
ing a statement of all national, state, 
county, or municipal oflices at anytime 
held by him, and the place and nature 
cf his present occupation. This appli- 
cation must be throughout in the hand- 
writing of tho applicant, and he rnus>t 
so certify therein. 


The small size of the enumeration 


districts, and the employment of local 
enumerators, it is stated, will operate 
largely to the advantage of the census, 
both as to the accuracy and complete- 
ness of returns. The enumerator, if a 
resident of the subdivision, will know, 
presumably, every house and almost 
every family, and will be in little danger 
of making omissions and be not easily 
imposed upon by false statements. The 
compensation provides a minimum rate 
of 2 cents for each living inhabitant, 2 
cents for each death, 15 cents for each 
farm, 20 cents for each establishment of 
productive industry and 5 cents for each 
surviving soldier, sailor or marine, or 
widow of a soldier, siilor or5 marine, 


enumerated aad returned, for all sub- 
divisions 
where such allowance is 


thought sufficient. 


In all other subdivisions, where higher 


rates are to be paid, according to the 
difficulty of enumeration, the inaxuuuiu 
rates are not to be more than three 
cents for each living inhabitant, twenty 
cents for each farm and thirty cents for 
each establishment of productive indus- 
try; or less than §3 or more than SO per 
day of ten hours actual field work each, 
in case a per diem compensation is es- 
tablished. Except iu extreme cases, no 
claim for mileage or traveling expenses 
will bo allowed to any enumerator, and 
then only \iheu authority has been pre- 
viously granted by the superintendent 
of census. The law provides a penalty 
for an enumerator who shall, without 
justifiable cause, neglect or refuse to 
perform the duties of his position after 
accepting an appointment arid qualify- 
ing for the work.

Many times they are on missions of 
confidence, working under sealed or- 
ders, with sealed lips. 
Often they are 


overcome with nervous shocks and are 
compelled to relinquish work from 
sheer exhaustion.

enced submarine divers, says a writer 
in the Chicago Times.

IHILDEKX are al- 
ways with us, and a 
cradle of some sort 
'has from time imme- 
morial been consid- 
ered a necessary ad- 
junct to a child. 
It 


may be a soap-box, 
or it may bo a gaud- 
ily decorated bag or 
wooden frame car- 


ried by some Indian mother, or it may 
rise to the height of patent springs and 
dainty lace, but all nations and all 
tribes have been obliged to recognize 
tho cradle. 


The^Xational Museum at Washing- 


ton has a largo and growing exhibit of 
the cradles used by the people of this 
continent, and it is interesting to note 
in this collection the points of similar- 
ity between the widely separated na- 
tions. 


Many questions of scientific and gen- 


eral interest depend upon the knowl- 
edge of the manner in which a child 
'passes the first year of its life, and the 
museum has gone extensively into the 
'subject for this reason. Deformation 
of the heads, in some of our modern 
tribes, and in nearly all of the abo- 
riginal tribes, was brought about pur- 
{posely or accidentally by means of the 
Cradle board or frame in which the 
.-children were confined almost entirely 
Ifor the first period of their existence. 
iCradles in this case serve many pur- 
jposes. They are nests for the helpless 
infants, serving as beds in which the 
child sleeps in either vertical or hori- 
zontal positions, and as a vehicle in 
-which the child can be easily carried 
from place to place. It is in every 
sense a cradle to be hung on the limb 
'of a tree and be rocked by the breex.e. 
And still again it forms a play-house 


for the young Indian, many dangling 
objects being hung upon it to amuse 
the youth or maid not yet graduated 
to shooting blunt arrows or talking 
scandal. 


The stud}- of cradles also answers 


another purpose in marking the cli- 
mate of different countries. The Es- 
quimau mother carries her child in a 
hood on her back, as the method prac- 
ticed by the southern women of strap- 
ping the youngster to a board frame 
would, in that severe climate, insure a 
very sad Christmas for the youthful 
Esquimau. 


Why any human being should live iu 


as cold places as Greenland and Labra- 
dor is yet to be satisfactorily explained, 
but the baby Esquimau is hardly re- 
sponsible for this vagary during his 
first year or so of existence, and we 
can examine into the means provided 
for liis comfort with some degree of 
patience. The mother in this paradise 
for icemen has the hood of her skin 
robe made very large, so as to carry 
therein the babe, which nestles around 
the mother's neck secure from the cold. 
Some writers have also spoken of Es- 
quimau mothers carrying their children 
in their wide boots. 


These, for northern people, are not 


very migratory. In their benighted 
way they know a good thing when they 
see it, and are well content to stick 
pretty close to their homos. 
The 


hood, therefore, answers their purpose, 
besides being warmer than any carrying 
frame. 


Coming further south we find the 


natives on the Upper Yukon using a 
very ingenious trough-shaped cradle 
of birch bark, made from throe pieces, 
forming the bottom, the top and hood, 
and the awning. Kows of beads orna- 
ment the awning, which, in a country 
the main inhabitants of which are 
mosquitoes, is found a very useful por- 
tion of the outfit. 
Playthings of vari- 


ous kinds are also hung to this awning, 
and the infant is at liberty to enjoy 
himself as much as he sees fit. 


On the eastern coast of Labrador 


the infant, immediately after birth, is 
laid naked on a layer of moss in a bag 
made of leather and lined with hare- 
skins. 
This bag is securely laced, 


leaving the child freedom to move the 
head only. 
Tho youngster closely re- 


sembles an Egyptian mummy and is 
kept in this state until about one year 


old. 
At Cape Breton the children are 


tied up much after this manner, and 
then hammocks are used, partaking 
considerably of* Southern methods. 


Westof the Rocky Mountains trough- 


shaped frames of cedar wood are gener- 
ally used. Angles and bonds near the 
child's kneos are effected by boiling 
and bending the wood into shape. Tho 
characteristics of those cradles are the 
headboards, like a little gravestone, 
and painted in red and black with tho 
symbol of the owner. 8treaks of red 
paint skirt the margin, and tho, bod 
consists of a mass of finely shredded 
cedar bark. 


The Indians, ancient and modern, of 


Oregon have been accustomed to liat- 
ton tho heads of their children bv ap- 
pliances attached to the cradle, which 
is usually made of cedar wood. These j 
cradles show considerable skill iu work- 
manship and are suspended by strings 
to pliant polos and are swung by the 
mother with her hand or great toe'. Tho 
.Chinook cradle from the Columbia 
iKivcr is of this class. Tho mother /car- 
ries the cradle iu an upright position 
ion her back, often hanging it to some 
branch during a halt. 
If the infant t 


dies the cradle also forms its coffin, be- i 


i(|{? put in some lake or pool and loft to 
float, the water, even, often being re- 
garded as sacred. The compress for 
the head is of bark and is drawn down 
tightly. The child is kept in this con- 
finement almost 
continuously until 


about a year old. 


The Flathead Indians, inhabiting 


the lower parts of the Columbia, carry 
the fashion of flattening the skull to 
still greater extremes. The process 
with them consists in placing the in- 
•faut on a board, to which it is so se- 
curely lashed that, being only a few 
days old, it can only make Known its 
objections vocally. An inclined bouid 
rents on tho forehead of the infant, be- 
ing every day drawn down a little bv 
means of cords which support it until 
at length it touches the nose, thus 
forming a straight line from the crown

In California the Indians weave very 


pretty and artistic slipper-shaped cra- 
dles of wicker-work, which they deco- 
rate elaborately with beads. The Mo- 
doc women make a very pretty baby! 
basket of fine willow work, cylinder* 
shaped, with one-half of it cut away 
except a few inches at the ends. The 
little fellow is placed in this and wrap- 
ped around like a mummy, with noth- 
ing visible but his head. 


The cradle of the Pitt River Indians 


is a transition type. A pole of wood 
with the bark removed is bent in the, 
middle, the two ends crossed and, 
lashed together. Across this frame are] 
laid broad laths, perforated at the ends 
and lashed to the poles with buckskin, 
strings. The foot-rest is a block of. 
wood, perforated, and through it are, 
passed the two ends of the pole. This 
cradle passes from the stage of a mere 
nest, in which the child is tied, to a 
primitive cradle, as we know the arti- 
cle. 
The Mohave cradle is also of this, 


class, being a prettily made ladder or 
trellis. A dainty quilt or counterpane 
of braided bass is used with this. 


The Yaqui cradle belongs to the open, 


unhooded type. It is made of reeds,- 
held in the same place by a dowel 
pin. A bed of shredded willow 'is laid 
on this. 


The children of the California penin- 


sula don't have as good a time as they 
might for the first year of their exist-' 
ence. 
"When they arc born they arei 


cradled in the shell of a turtle" Asj 
soon as the child is a few months old 
the mother places it, perfectly naked, 
astraddle on her shoulder, its legs 
hanging down on both sides in front. 
In this guise the mother wanders 
around all day, exposing the helpless 
charge to the hot rays of the sun or 
the chilly winds that delight in sweep- 
ing that inhospitable country. 


The Montana infant has any amount, 


of i)n''n- 
-"\on both himself and his' 


crafts 
\ The board is covered 


with a taii_ V^lkskin or deerskin and' 
beads worked dn it. The place where, 
the child reposes is loose and is laced 
and tied up when the child is placed 
in it. 


The Ute Indians of Nevada use a flat 


wicker cradle frame, kite-shaped or 
roughly triangular. 
Over this is 


stretched a covering of buckskin, and 
the young Ute is also provided with a 
soifjtiiues elaborately "decorated awn- 
ing. • 


The elements of the Moki cradle 


frame are the floor and the awning. 
As a foundation a stout stick is bent iu. 
the shape of the ox-yoke bow. Hods 
of the si/e of a lead pencil are attached 
to the curve of this bow and stretched 
parallel to the limbs. Twigs are close-, 
ly woven on this warp by regular' 
basketry weaving. An awning is also 
provided. 


The Comanche cradle is the most' 


pi imitivo cradle in the National Mu- 
seum. It is a strip of black bearskin, 
thirty inches long and twenty wide, 
doubled together iu the form o'f a cra- 
dle frame. 
Along the side edges loops 


of buckskin are made to receive the 
lacing. 


The Sioux Indians are very particu- 


lar in their baby habitations.' Tt is a 
frame of two diverging slats, painted1 


yellow, held in place at the head and: 
foot In oro.ss slats. The tops of the' 
side pieces project above the cradle. 
each at least eighteen inches, and are, 
studded with brass-headed nails in 
straight lines. 
The case is shoo-' 


slmprd, and all over the outside is or- 
namented with beadwork. Jf the in- 
funt dies during the time allotted to it' 
for remaining in the cradle, it is buried,' 
and the mother fills the empty shell 
with black quills and feathers, and car- 
lios it around with her for months. 


East of the Mississippi Kiver, north 


of the Tennessee, and south of the' 
Hudson Bay, the Indians used a sim-. 
pie flat cradle board. 
\ 


Farther south the Indians were ac- 


customed to use one of the forms al- 
ready described, with various adjuncts 
for flattening the head. Some nations 
iu Louisiana used clay, -Hindi was 
trapped around the infant's head and 
binds and compresses until the proper' 
shape is reached.
